Nomenclature Changes 


Recently A.D. Warren, et al. (2008) proposed major revisions of the subfamilies of Hesperiidae, based on DNA 
analysis. These changes are now included in funet.fi, our standard reference for names. In terms of insects found on 
stamps, the only revisions are to delete Subfamily Pyrrhopyginae and move the genera Elbella, Jemadia, 
Ochropyge, and Yanguna into Subfamily Pyrginae. 


The order of extinct dragonflies, formerly Order Protodonata, is now regarded as Order Meganisoptera, which 
includes Family Meganeuridae, Genus Meganeura. 


INSECT DEFENSE 


A recent study performed at Wake Forest University revealed that a species of moth in the Arctiidae family has 
developed the ability to disrupt the echolocation of the bats that hunt them. This is the first animal known to defend 
itself by jamming the sonar of its predator. 


The Grote's Bertholdia Moth (Bertholdia trigona) creates this sonar jamming by producing an ultrasonic clicking 
at 4,500 cycles per second. This blurs the acoustic image that the bat has. 


The moth has organs on its body called “tymbals.” They work like pushing 
in and releasing the side of a can to make it pop. 


Unfortunately, no country has yet issued a stamp that depicts B. trigona.
